Consideration has been given your request for the issuance of a certificate of correction 
for the above-identified patent under the provisions of Rule(s) 1.322 and or 1.323. 

Granting of a petition under 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) 1.183, requesting the 
requirements of 37 CFR 3.81 to be waived, is required to correct applicant's error in the 
Assignee (see Manual of Patent Examining Procedures (M.P.E.P) Chp.1400, sect. 1481, 
pgs.

In the Petition, Applicant(s) may request that the file is forwarded to Certificates of 
Correction Branch, for issuance of a Certificates of Correction, if the Petition is granted. 
No additional request and PTOL 1050 forms, must be submitted, if only correction to 
Assignee data was requested and noted on the PTOL 1050 form, accompanying the 
original request.
